culties in the troubled sphere of 
international relations is, of course,

The example of this 
difficulty 
that comes most readily to mind 
is the varying conceptions of the 
word "democracy." Tho American 
and British definition is best and 
mpst famously expressed in the last 
sentence of Lincoln's Gettysburg 
Address. To the Russians, how- 
ever, "democracy" is government 
of, by, and for the party —with 
secret police, controlled press, one- 
, ,( party elections, an<l so on. 


!i"~~">~-''But-;thorc are other differences;- 
Take, for example, the. matter of 
'.'equality among nations." From 
the evidence at hand, it would 
seem that among the great powers 
America and Britain, in particular, 
construe the phrase to mean that 
small nations' have a right to be 
heard, to resent 
being 
pushed 
around, to choose their own form 
of government 
in free elections, 


and,, having chosen that form of 
government, to be granted equal-'

ity of sovereign standing among 
V the United Nations. 


It would also seem from recent 


evidence 
that 
Russia considers 
"equality among nations" to mean 
an equally free hand among the 
powerful nations to do about as 
they please. 


At least, "equality among na- 
tion" has been provoked in un- 
official complaints from- Moscow 
in protest against the fact that, 
in effect, Britain maintains armed 
forces in the Near, Middle, and 
Far East, and the United States 
keeps troops in China, Iceland, and 


V elsewhere, yet Russia is not con- 


sidered justified

Perhaps the western democracies 
have not lived up to tho letter or 
spirit of their ideal of

One-Third of 
County Funds 
Go to Roads 


More than one-third of the $8- 


)02,186 spent in Arkansas in 1944 
for" financing county government 
went for the maintenance and con- 
struction of roads, the Arkansas 
Public Expenditure Council, a fact- 
finding agency, has disclosed upon 
completion of an exhaustive sur- 
vey of county government 
costs. 
The survey is the first of its kind 
ever made in the State. 


Expenditures for all county pur- 
poses, for the.latest year for which 
complete figures are available for 
each of the 75 counties, reveal 
an average of $4.10 as the per cap- 
ita cost of county government in 
Arkansas. The figures for individ- 
ual counties range from a high of 
$6.41 to a low of $2.54 per capita. 


Forty-seven counties were under 


the state average, but none of these 
was in the group of counties hav- 
ing a poulation of less than 10,000: 


The survey by the Council dis- 
closed that the financial outlay for 
debt service is a minor item in 
the total funds used to carry on 
county 
governmental 
operations. 


Only 6.6 per cent of the $8,002,186 
spent in the 75 counties was ryjeded 
for debt service and the amounts 
ranged from nothing in 10 debt-free 
counties to a high Of-$40,397 for the 
county with the largest population. 
Nineteen counties spent more than 
$10,000 each for debt service • in 
1944. 


A wide range was found for costs 


for administrative and other gen- 
eral 
expenses 
for 
maintaining 


county governments. A total of $2,- 
348,288 was spent for administra- 
tion, and $2,207,818 for items listed 
as other general expense. 


Administration expenses in 
the 


five smallest counties ranged from 
28 to 34 per cent of the total in 
those counties, while in the 10 lar- 
gest counties the 
administration 
costs ranged from 11 to 37 per cent. 


Only 14 counties spent less per 


capita on roads than the largest 
county, where size was based on 
population alone. One county spent 
more than three-fifths of its total 
county revenues for roads. 
The report discloses that some 


counties spent more than three- 
fourths of their funds on roads 
and for administrative 
purposes 
leaving less than 25 per cent to be 
applied on bonded debts and for 
financing health units, courts, li- 
braries, farm and home demonstra- 
tion offices, and the provision of re- 
lief to the destitute.

Churchill's 
Jap Warning 
Given in '41 


Washington, April 9 —(/P)— Win- 
ston Churchill pressed 
Ihe 
lale 


President Roosevell as early as 
February, 1941, lo "inslill in Japan 
anxiely" that a move toward Sing- 
apore would mean war with the 
United Stales. 


This was disclosed today as the 


Senate-House committee investiga- 
ting Japan's attack on Pearl Har- 
bor was given 
new 
documents 


gathered from State 
Deparlmenl 
and While House files. 


Selh 
Richardson, 
committee 
counsel, put them into the record 
when the committee reopened 
its 
hearings. 


One document was a message 


from the then British prime min- 
ister to Mr. Roosevelt dated Feb. 
15, 1941, expressing concern 
that 


the Japanese mean to make war 


on us, or to do something which 
would compel us to make war on 
them, during the next :Cew weeks 
or months."

Churchill's 
Jap Warning 
Given in '41 


Washington, April 9 —(/P)— Win- 
ston Churchill pressed 
Ihe 
lale 


President Roosevell as early as 
February, 1941, lo "inslill in Japan 
anxiely" that a move toward Sing- 
apore would mean war with the 
United Stales. 


This was disclosed today as the 


Senate-House committee investiga- 
ting Japan's attack on Pearl Har- 
bor was given 
new 
documents 


gathered from State 
Deparlmenl 
and While House files. 


Selh 
Richardson, 
committee 
counsel, put them into the record 
when the committee reopened 
its 
hearings. 


One document was a message 


from the then British prime min- 
ister to Mr. Roosevelt dated Feb. 
15, 1941, expressing concern 
that 


the Japanese mean to make war 


on us, or to do something which 
would compel us to make war on 
them, during the next :Cew weeks 
or months." 


"There 
are 
some,' ' Churchill 


added, 
"who 
consider 
that 
in 


Japan's present mood she 
would 


have no hesitation to entertain an 
attempt to make war against both 
your country and mine. Although 
H is mv personal belief that the 
odds are definitely against such an 
event, one cannot tell.

It consists of 
paying a union member for stand- 
ing around and doing nothing while 
a member of anotner union (or 
of no union) gets paid for doing 
the job that the idle union member 
^tis paid for not doing, , 


Jl .Sometimes thc practice is var- 


• led by, haying the union ..-member 
paid tor not doing a job that no- 
body else is doing, as when theater 
orchestra musicians draw pay for 
not performing at a play which 
doesn't use any music before or 
after, or during the intermission. 
Fortunately, the UNO delegates es- 
caped this variation. That is just 
as well, for they must have been 
sufficiently confused by their own 
simple problem. 


Tnis pioblem involved a jurisdic- 
_tional dispute among several AFL 
tF unions, 
including 
the electrical 


workers and the movie, radio, and 
television 
operators, 
over 
who 


should run the television broad- 
casts. This was the 50th jurisdic- 
tional dispute at the temporary 
UNO headquarters during the two 
weeks il took to transform thc 
Hunter College gym into an arena 
of international discussion. All the 
others were settled before the dele- 
gales were seated. 


It looked for a lime as if the 


50th dispute might leap thc bounds 
,of television and tie up other and 
*'more usual communications. For 


Iherc was some talk of thc elec- 
tricians' taking out all the electri- 
cal equipment unless their 
boys 
got to operate thc television, or at 
least got paid for it. This would 
have made radio broadcasts of thc 
sessions impossible. 


So 
the 
feather-bedding 
was 
agreed on. The television operators 
did the job, and an equal number 
of union electricians drew an equal 
amount of pay. Word got around 
that some of the more thrifty UNO 


(Jofficials didn't like the idea. They 
"seemed to lake the attitude that 


some of the 51 nations fooling the 
bill for this meeting and other UNO 
activities might object to picking 
up the tab on this double-or-nothing 
basis. 


We can excuse their altitude, on 
the grounds -that many of the dele- 
gates 
arc 
newcomers to our 
shores and residents of countries 
where money isn't as plentiful as 
it is here, where life is harder and 
the living standard is lower. 


But if the United Nations Organ- 


gjizalion is going to live hero per- 


manently (and surely somebody 
somewhere in our broad land will 
welcome it more hospitably than 
did the squires of Westchester and 
Greenwich), the members will just 
have to get used to and accept 
our customs. 


Haven't they ever heard of James 


Caesar 
Petrillo, 
that 
stalwart 


champion of feather-bedding? Why, 
gentlemen, Mr. Petrillo is almost 
as much of an American institu- 
tion as is the hot dog or the atomic 
bomb. He has led one army of 
Standing after another, and, thanks 
to thc laws of our land up to the 
present, has never known defeat. 


Where James Caesar has led, 


other lesser commanders have fol- 
lowed, until now feather-bedding 
is an accepted

chapter of Americana. So don't go 
trying to change our qaint customs, 
gentlemen.

Secretary of Agriculture Clinton

decide during the day whether to 
put into effect an order requiring 
millers to cut their sales of flour 
to bakers and retailers by 25 per- 
cent. 


The cabinet officer disclosed 
to 
a news conference last night that 
he had ordered officials in his de- 
partment 
to 
prepare 
such 
an 


order. Should it be issued, it would 
have the effect of rationing, sup- 
plies of flour to bakers and retail- 
ers, but not to consumers. 


Officials 
have 
explained 
that 
machinery for consumer rationing 
of these products could not be set 
in motion in time to help out dur- 
ing the current food crisis. 


Anderson's decision 
may 
well 
hinge on a report scheduled to be 
issued by the department's iact re- 
porting board at 3 p. m. (EST) to- 
day on stocks of wheat on farms 
April 1. 


With commercial supplies at ab- 


normally low levels, the govern- 
ment and millers must look to 
farm stocks for the bulk of all ex- 
port and domestic 
requirements 


until the new crop starts moving to 


market in June. 


Because there has been 
heavy 


feeding of wheat to livestock 
in 


areas unable to get corn, some of- 
ficials expect the wheat stock re- 
port to show that remaining sup- 
plies are insufficient to meet pres- 
ent, .consumer demands and export 
commitments.

Cost of county government 
in 


Arkansas has increased from $7,- 
,667i036 in 1934... to more/ .than- $8,- 
000,000, according to 'a-Tsurvey-rtr-' 
cently completed by the Arkansas 
Public Expenditure Council."

net increase in 10 years was $355,- 
loU, 


The study revealed that the over- 


all cost of administrative county 
offices remained virtually station- 
ary during the period while other 
general expenses increased $237,357 
and payments 
on bonded debts 


showed a gain of $149,559 in 194<± 
over 1934. 


Expenditures on county roads in 


1944 
in all counties was $2,915,- 


363, which is $52,236 less than the 
financial outlay for roads in 1934. 


The building and maintaining of 


county highways takes more tnan 
36 per cent of the total cost for 
county government, and the taxpay- 
ers of the stale now have mil- 
lions of dollars invested in county 
roads, roads which must be main- 
tained to protect the investment 
and make it possible to get produce 
to markets, it was pointed out in 
the report. 


It was staled that estimates of 
the Arkansas Association of County 
Judges reflect that 80 per cent of 
all county roads are in a very poor 
condition, and that most of the re- 
mainder 
have 
taken 
a 
severe 


pounding and are in need of repair. 
Thc road problem was termed 


one of the most important confront- 
ing counties and the situation was 
said to constitute a challenge to 
officials and to taxpayers 
alike.
